é Wuchow, Oct. 10. 

After a fortnight of dilly dally 
and doubt,’ hostilities between

- Slr Robért Ho ‘Tung was. inter- 
viewed last evening by a Fepresciil- 
ative of the North-China Daily 
News on the ocearion of his return 
from 4n extended visit to north 


China, during which he met Gen-}. 


erals. Chang Hsueh-liang, Yen Hsi- 
shan and Feng Yuchsiang, | ‘the 
three most important figures on 
the-northern political stage at the 
‘present time. 

Sir. Robert, ‘whose trip with 
Lady’ Ho Tung was purely in the 
interests’ of furthering Chinn's 
industries, spoke.very highly of 
the hospitatity shown him by the 
three lenders, whose guest he was 
and whom he described 28 exeeed- 
ingly kind: ; 

Dealing with his impressions of 
Mukden. Sir Robert said that these 
already‘had been broadcast : and he 
was stil! stronvly of the opinion 
that Manchuria was capaole of 
great development. Gen. Chang

Some Impresssions. 


“TL understand that relations be- | 


tween Gen. Chang and the National 
Government are very cordial but I 
did not"deal’: with the. matter 
directly with the General,” Sir 
“General Chang has 
a very able lieutenant in the per- 
zon of Gen. Wang Shu-! han, former 
Governor of Kirin, who is a man 
of, very sound judgment. Apart 
from being a statesman of no 
mean ability. Gen. Chang isan ex- 
cellent financier. I was. able to 
judge this because we talked

“T had the good fortuie to inter- 
view -Gen. Feng Yu-hsing’ at 
Tsinchi, the o)d' capital’ of the 
Chow Dynasty, which is a few 
‘hours away from Taiyuan.
